The crowd could not discriminate between 
commanderies as it cheered, and without ex- 
ception the marching deserved the admira- 
tion and praise it received. The marine 
band was londly cheered. De Molay mounted 
commendery, headed by a line of mounted 
bugiers, made an especially impressive ap- 
pearance. The horses, prancing in the pride 
of their trappings and almost keeping step 
with the music, yet in perfect control of the 
knights and keptin unbroken lines, excited 
the enthusiasm of the crowd. 

As the carriages containing the officers of 
the grand encampment approached a cheer 
went up. Each sir knight took off his hat, 
and the President responded to the salute. 
Among those who thus received the Presi- 
dent’s recognition was the aged Gen. Albert 
Pike. 

The Detroit commandery was cheered all 
along the route. Its showy ‘maneuvers 
caught the crowd, and the solid men from 
the City of the Straits acquitted themselves 
with military precision. Moving up the av- 
enue in single line from curb to curb they 
carried all before them.

After passing the execntive mansion the 
procession moved up Pennsylvania avenue to 
Washington circle at the intersection of K 
street, passing around the equestrian statue 
of Washington, and began its return march 
on K street. At Mount Vernon square, two 
blocks beyond the reviewing stand, the pro- 
cession disbanded. 

The grand encampment began its session 
immediately upon arriving at Masonic tem- 
pls at the close of the parade. Mr. Myron 
M. Parker delivered an address of welcome 
on the part of the local committee, and intro- 
duced | missioner Douglass, who wel- 
comed the knights in behalf of the city. To 
both addresses the grand master responded, 
and this closed the publicexercises. The en- 
campment then beganits business in secret 
conclave. 

THE IOWA TROUBLE. 

The Iowa trouble immediately loomed up, 
and a resolution was offered excluding the 
members from that state from the session. 
This resolution was carried and the Iowa 
members somewhat indignantly withdrew. 
Gen. Roome, who, as grand master 
of the order, had declared the 
Iowa commandery and its members iu re- 
bellion, had nothing to do with offering this 
resolution, but simply placed it before the 
convention. It is authoritatively stated to- 
night that be took no side in the matter dur- 
ing the discussion of the resolution. 

The annual aadress of Grand Master 
Roome was then read. It opened with a ref- 
erence to the knightly dead during the last 
three years. He recommended selecting As- 
cengion day as a day of especial commemora- 
tion and religious services by the order 
throughout the country. 

He then devoted a great deal of space to 
the lowa trouble, reviewing the whole mat- 
ter from beginning to end. He said the 
grand commandery of that state had 
attempted to nullify the deliberate 
will of the encam 


manoir, No. 9, of Decatur;

insisted that while it was in force it-was the 
bounden duty of knights to obey it. 
Iowa did not rest with ; criticism—did not 


submit such alterations a8 it deemed advisa- 
ble—but attempted to do‘away with the law 
of the grand encampment and questioned 
the constitutionality off the legislation 
of the grand encam t. 


was in aid of the prerog@tive of the grand 
master, and that the duty then immediately 
devolved on him of seeing that it should 
be used everywhere; and when the 
commander the state 
questioned his authority 

to order the use of the new ritual in the 
Iowa commandery he felt justified in issuing 
an edictdeciaring the grand commandery of 
Iowa and all sir knights in its obedience to be 
in a state of disloyalty and rebellion to the 
constitution and grand egcampment of the 
United States. He declared he had no ill 


feeling for his erring Iowa brethren, and 


what he had done had been intended solely to 
promote the dignity of th@ order. Further 
than this he wished it to be distinctly under- 
stood asin no way taking Up the cause of the 
rituals as adopted. 

in concluding he nded great gen- 
tleness in dealing’ with unfortunate situ- 
ation of affairs. The whele matter of the 
ritual he trusted would be definitely disposed 
of at this conclave, and the final decision 
he hoped all would agree, and if lowa was 
satisfied all occasion for digagreement would 
be removed. 

Soon after the reading of Gen. Roomoe’s ad- 
dress the conciave adjourned until tomorrow.

INSUFFICIENT SUPPLY OF NATURAL GAS. 


Companies Fail to Furnish Customers and 
Milis Are Forced to Close. 


Prrrsnund, Pa., Oct. 8.—| Special. ]—Pitts- | 
burg is once more left out in the cold. The 


cold weather yesterday and the day before 
had the result of causing a shortage of nat- 
ural gas, but it was left for today to cap 
the climax. An ominous sound pre- 
ceded the chilly blasts that whizzed 
around the street corners this morning, 
and as the workingmen and mill owners 
alike shivered in their beds during the 
wee hours of the morning visions of their 
having been compelled to go back to the use 
of coal as fuel floated through their brains. 
Many a capitalist bestirred himself eariier 
than usual to learn the condition of the 
pressure of the natural fuel, and many a 


‘laborer sighed mournfully as he wended his 


way to his workshop feeling certain that a 


full day’s pay would not be made, And they 


were not mistaken. 

It was thought yesterday that the diffi- 
culties experienced by the mills on account 
of the insufficient supply of gas would not be 
repeated today, but, notwithstanding assur- 
ances that everything would be all right, 
the condition of affairs today is more de- 
plorable than ever. In fact, there is al- 
most a general shutdown in all the mills 
in the city. In the language of one of the 
mill workers: There is scarcely enough gas 
in the furnaces today to roast a potato,” and 
the prospects of a change for tne better are 
decidedly slim. When the gas ran short 
during the cold snap a few weeks ago 
the gas companies gave as a reason 
the fact that they were just putting in 
a new thirty-six inch main from 
the. Murraysville field to a point a 


said that as soon as this line was completed 
which was to be a week ago last Wednes- 
day—there would be enough gas to supply 


every mill and family in the two cities. It 


was given out officially Wednesday that this 
main had been completed and that consumers 
neea have no fear of the former difficulties. 

These statements, though made officially, 
have stood for naught, and today if any- 
thing there is less gas in the city 
than at any time during the present 
season. The mill of Carnegie, Phipps 
& Co. was compelled to close down at 
8 o’clock this morning after a single beat, 
and that, too, with considerable difficulty. 
Every department was closed down. Two 
heats were made at the Carnegie upper 
Thirty-second street mill before the workers 
were forced to knock off. The Philadelphia 
company supplies these two mills. > 

Park Bros.’ Black Diamond steel works use 
the gas from their own private line, but not- 
withstanding this fact their supply today 
was extremely scant, so that the night turn 
went to work at 12 instead of at 8 o’clock, so 
that they would be able to finish the turn be- 
fore the supply became too short. The same 
state of affairs existed at Lloyd's Pipetown 
mill and at nearly all of the other manu- 
facturing establishments in both Pittsburg 
and Allegheny. 


ALLEN MYERS AN INMATE OF THE JAIL. 


Sentenced to Fifteen Days for Contempt 
of the Cincinnati Court. 

Cotumsus, O., Oct. 8—[Special I— Allen 
O. Myers, the leader of the Ohio Democracy 
in this campaign, is in the Franklin county 
jail tonight to serve a sentence of fifteen 
days for contempt of court, in addition to 
paying a fine of $250. It was in the case in 
which he was charged with contempt for at- 
tacking the integrity of the court through 
the Cincinnati Znguirer in the famous tally 
sheet trial. Judge Pugh’s decision simply 
said that the supreme court had remanded 
the case for a rehearing upon a technical 
point, and, as the rehearing had produced no 
new facts, it was not necessary to go again 
over the reasons for the sentence. In defer- 
ence to the supreme court’s opinion that the 
former sentence was severe he fixed the 
present sentence at fifteen days imprison- 
ment and $250 fine. At the close of the de- 
cision, when the judge had pronounced 
sentence, Mr. Myers, who occupied a seat at 
one of the tables, looked up and said: May 
it please the court, I wish the order of com- 
mitment made at once. I'm ready to go to 
jail.” While the papers were being made 
out the defendant put in time writing at one 
of the tables. The original sentence as pro- 
nounced over a year ago was ninety days im- 
prisonment and $250 fine. There was some 
talk of securing his release on a writ of 
habeas corpus tonight, but his attorneys 
say nothing will be done. :

| EBD CRAWFORD LAW. 


Enthusiastic Meeting of the County Central 


‘Committee—Primaries to Be Held Two 
‘Weeks from Today, the Convention Two 
Weeks from Tomorrow— Apportionment 
Prominent Members of the Party Con- 
fiden t of Victory. 

There was a goodly out of leading 
party men on the cccasion of the meeting of 
the Republican County Central committee 
yesterday afternoon at the Sherman bouse. 
Every committeeman attended except Seua- 
tor Knopr of the Fifteenth ward, whosent as 
his representative Lauritz Thoen. Long be- 
fore the meeting was called to order cundi- 
dates for various offices and prominent men 
of the party assembied in the rotunda of the 


hotel. George Driggs was on hand and 


held an animated and friendly conversa- 
tion with Col. Ball, bis principal com- 
petitor at Friday’s primary. Senator Con- 
dee joined them later on. Elbridge Hanecy 
and F. S. Head of the Third ward talked 
over the district primary system. There 
were also in the rotundas Commissioners 
Blair, Cool, and Spencer, Senator Humphrey, 
Senator Monahan, Senator Garrity, Capt. 
Pat McGrath, Col, Brainerd of Evanston, 
Samuel B. Raymond, Col. W. H. Thompson, 
E. B. Gould, Ald, Chapman, ex-Ald. Hodge- 
don of Lake View, L. F. Rheinhardt of En- 
glewood, Eugene Reilly of the stockyards, 
and several others. Candidates Kaufman 
and Dibble had brief interviews with some 
of the committeemen. 

When Chairman Woodward called the 
meeting to order the following members re- 
sponded as their names were called: Arthur 
Dixon, E. B. Preston, Frank McDonald 
(proxy for Perry A. Hull), William E. Kent, 
Thomas Downing, William Lorrimer, Harry 
Westerfield, Justice Woodman, P. J. Carboy, 
George B. Swift, Alexander White, Freelon 
Miller, Charles Peters, Deputy Coroner Sev- 
erson, Lauritz Thoen, H. M. Deal, ex-Ald. 
Wheeler, P. J. Meany, ex-Ald. Eisfeldt, 
George H. Woods, Michael Umbdenstock, 
William Johnson,. Col. W. H. Thompson, 
Dorsey Patton, H. B. Harrison of Evanston, 
T. A. Hogan, F. J. Filbert, E. S. Conway of 
Oak Fark, County Clerk Wulff, Senator 
Humphrey. : 

A. M. Compton, the confmitteeman from 
Lake View, had moved out of the district 
and gave proxies to G. W. Linn of the Twen- 
ty-fifth ward and William Bohnesack of the 
Twenty-sixth. E. B. Gould stated the case 
for Mr. Linn. Mr. Lorrimer objected to 
either committeeman being accepted as a 
proxy. Ald. Dixon favored the acceptance 
of both as represeniatives, respectively, of 
the new Twentvy-fifth aud the new Twenty- 
sixth wards. He thought the new wards 
ought to be encouraged in Republicanism. 
Aid. White thought so too, and on motion of 
George H. Woods both Linn and Bohuesack 
were added to the committee. 

THE CRAWFORD LAW. 

Chairman Woodward then stated the object 
of the gathering. It was to nominate cand. 
dates for recorder, fifteen county commis- 
sioners, a judge of the circuit court to suc- 
ceed Judge Williamson, and a judge of the 
superior court to succeed Judge Shepard. 
There was only one opinion, as far as 
he knew, among Republicans as to 
the manner of ing the convention. 
It shoula be called under the amended Craw- 
ford law. That law was introduced by a Ro- 

ublican senator, passed by a Republican 
egislature, and he tnought Republicans 
ought to act under it. [Applause.] He had 
‘been represented as opposed to the law. The 
reports to that effect were untrue. He had 
always favored the law, and boped that un- 
der it every branch and element of the Re- 

ublican party in Cook county would be 
airly represented in the next county con- 
vention, that harmony and unity would ob- 
tain, and that Republican success would 
crown labors of the gathering. [Ap- 
plause. | . 

Secretary Swift then presented a resolu- 
tion cailing the primaries under the new 
Crawford law, designating Monday, the 2ist 
inst., as the date of the primaries, and Tues- 
day, the 22d inst., as the date of the conven- 
uon, and ap oping the delegates to the 
wards and to in the proportion of one for 
every 200 votes cast for Harrison and for 
every fraction over 100 that remained, The 
resolution further stipulated that there 
should be at least two delegates from every 
primary district, 

E. S. Conway objected to the latter propo- 
sition. It would not work well in sparsely 
settled districts in parts ot Cicero, the Twen- 
ty-seventh and ene wards. Dor- 
sey Patton also objected. It would work in- 
justice in the Tbirty-third and Thirty-fourth 
wards. The stipulauon was stricken out by 
an almost unanimous vote. 

DATE OF THE CONVENTION. 

Mr.Lorrimer wen wanted the committee to 
adjourn for a week to give time for commit- 
teemen to be selected from all the new 
wards. as in the case of the Twenty-fifth and 
Twenty-sixth. 

Mr. Swift pointed out that such an adjourn- 
ment would be almost fatal to the Crawford 
law pian. Ten days’ notice was required for 
primaries under that plan. Ten days after 
next Tuesday would bring the convention 
day too close to the election. Mr. Lorrimer 
saw that his scheme would not work, and 
after some debate witharew his motion. 

On motion of Mr. Conway the resolution 
as amended was adopted. 

The part referring to the date of the con- 
vention and primaries was then reconsid- 
ered on motion of Ald. Dixon in order to al- 
low time foran adjourned meeting Friday 
afternoon to submit the primary district 
boundaries, the judges of election, etc. 

Subsequently the date for the convention 
was made Thursday, the 24th inst., and tne 
date for the primaries was fixed for Wednes- 
day, the 23d inst. 

The committeemen were instructed to 
bring the names of the judges, maps of the 
districts, and descriptions of tne boundaries 
Friday, so that the call coula be issued Sat- 
urday morning. Some announced that they 
had everything prepared, but the crowd was 
80 great that it was impossible to transact 
business. 

Election Commissioner Parker furnished 
lists of the Republican election judges in 
each ward to the committeemen from those 
wards. Chairman, Woodward called atten- 
tion to the fact that next Tuesday was the 
only day of registration, that transfers 
should be made that day, and new voters, 
native or naturalized, should be registered.

The Latest Drop-a-Nickel-in-the-Slot De- 
vice for Gambling. 

“ Who wants the white? Only the white and 
black left; Who wants either for 10 cents?’ 

„u take the black,“ and a young man put 
down his dime. 

“ A quarter the dun beats the black,” cried 
another youth. 

I'll go you,“ replied he who had the black. 

A moment later the white horse was sold. and 
the man who was manipulating the machine 
dropped 3 nickel in the slot, turned tne handle, 
and the race began. : 

It was the noon hour, and about twenty young 
clerks and office boys stood around the long ta- 
ble in the basement of the building occupled by 
the Garden City Billiard hall on Madison street 
between La Salle and Fifth avenue. On the 
table was one of the latest “ drop-a- 
nickel-in-the-slot devices, It was a miniature 
race track with four horses on it ja a glass case. 
Behind it sat a young man who acted as dealer 
A flagpole was painted on the glass 
case on the side nearest him, and the winner of 
the 40 cent pot—only 35 of which he received— 
was the one who had bought the horse that fin- 
ished nearést the flag without passing 1%. The 
odd nickel was the one that went into the ma- 
chine and was won by the proprietor of it. His 
winrings were sure and apparently pretty large, 
judging from the number of times the horses 
started iu the short time that the reporter was 
present. 

Of course 10 cents a race isn’t high, but one 
can lose a good deal ot money at the game in a 
short time, as the betting on the side is spirited, 
although not high, most of them being only 25 or 
50 cents. This mounts up rapidly, though, as it 
only takes a few seconds for the horses to cover 
the course.

A SIDE ISSUE OF IMPORTANCE, 


The Annexation Question Which Will Be 

County Clerk Wulff has prepared a notice of 
election on the question of the annexation of the 
Moreland strip of Cicero township to the west 
town of Chicago, which question, in accordance 
with the resolution of the county board Monday, 
was submitted to the voters of Cicero and West 
Chicago. The purpose of annexation is to pre- 
vent the trouble, annoyance, and expense of 
double elections in this city every spring. Under 
the election law of 1879 the election in “cities 
which include wholly within their corporate lim- 
its a town or towns shall be held the first Tues- 
day of April that is to say, the same day as the 
town elections. In cities which contain only a 

art ot atown or towns within their Corporate 
imits the election must be heid the third Tues- 
day of April, Chicago now contains a part 
of the township of Cicero, If there should be 
no change before next April the election of 
aldermen would be held the third Tuesday of 
April and the township election tne first Tues- 
day. If the part of Cicero—the northwest strip 
about one and one-half miles long and half a 
mile wide—which was annexed to the city at the 
June special election is aanexea to the west 
town of Chicago all this trouble will be avoided. 
The city will then contain the whole of the towns 
of Hyde Park, Jefferson, Lake, Lake View, and 
the three towns of Chicago, and nothing more. 
Hence, the city election and the township eiec- 
tions shail take place the same day—viz.: the 
first Tuesday of April. 

Mindful of these facts THE TRIBUNE some time 
ago called attention to the importance of the an- 
nexation of tae Moreland strip. Corporation 
Counsel Hutchinson pre the necessary peti- 
tion, which was circulated by Ald. Tom Kelly 
and Ald. Lucas of the Twenty-eighth ward. It 
obtained the necessary number of signatures in 
a few days. was submitted tothe county board 
Monday, and in accordance with the prayer of 
the petition the guestion of the annexation was 
submitted.

IN MEMORY OF AMOS J. SNELL, 


His Widow Will Erect a HMandsome and 
Useful Structure in Union Park. 

At a meeting of the west park board yesterday 
Commissioner Kohlsaat notitied the commis- 
sioners that Mrs. A. J. Snell wished to erect a 
memorial to her husband in Union park. He 
read the following letter from Mrs. Snell: 

“To the Honorable the West Chicago Park 
Com missioners—Gentlemen: I have the honor 
to submit to you for your approval and accept- 
ance plans prepared by my architect for a hu- 
mane fountain and memoriai clock tower, to be 
erected by me in Union park in memory of my 
late lamented husband, Amos Jerome Snell In 
doing so Iam carrying out a project long con- 
templated by him, but which, owing to his un- 
timely death, was never consummated. 

Ms. A. J. SNELL.” 

The board immediately passed an order ac- 
cepting the gift, and stipulating that the plan 
presented by her architect be referred to the im- 
provement committee. 

The building as planned will serve a fourfold 
purpose—as a park shelter, a drinking fountain, 
a clock tower, and an electric light support. 
The tower part will be built of granite, 
and the rest of gray sandstone. Pillars resting 
upon the walls of the foundation will support the 
clock tower, which 1s to have a gable on each of 
its four sides. There will be busins for both 
horses and dogs, and the memorial will be forty- 
six feet high and cost $25,000. It is to stand on 
the east side of the park facing Washington 
boulevard. A granite wall will be built partially 
around it. 


CRUISE OF THE SCHOONER SURPRISE, 


She Starts for Muskegon, bat Brings Up 
Of Chestnut Street. 

The three-masted schooner Surprise of Mu- 
waukee surprised its master and the people 
along the Lake Shore drive by running aground 
just off the foot of Chestnut street last aight. 
Some people thought the vessel was coming in 
to load up with new sea wall, while others had 
an idea that it was the waterworks she had de- 
signs on. These speculations were erroneous, 
however, as the captain said he didn’t want any- 
thing but to get to sea. He saw he couldn't do 
this without assistance, and finally got 
word to the i lifesaving station that 
his compass was drunk and had 
gotten him into trouble.

@ sand bar, simply stuck. The tug Van

per hour for services. The Surprise is not a par- 
ticularly valuable craft, and the tugboat cap- 
tains will come pretty near Owning her before 
day break unless they get her off the bar.

J. A. Kasson Talks of the Berlin Conference. 

John A. Kasson, chairman of the American 
commissioners to the Berlin conference on the 
Samoan treaty. was at the Grand Pacific last 
evening and left for his home at Des Moines.

We tried not only 
to adjnst the present conditions, but to remove 
all causes of trouble, and I think we have done 
so. I believe it will be ratified as returned. It 
will —— de submitted to Congress with the 
opening messages.

This will 
make it binding on the three powers, because it 
has virtually already been ratified by the Euro- 
pean powers. It will bring security to both 
natives and foreigners in Samoa.“

And now comes Connecticut, the land of 
steady habits,” following closely in the wake 
of ite neighbors, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
and New Hampshire, also of Pennsylvania, 


‘ana rejects the prohibition amendment by 


25,000 to 30,000 majority in a total vote of 
about 100,000. The campaign was an unex- 
citing one, as there was only a two-thirds 
The voters of 
Connecticut were so well satisfied with the 
efficiency of high license and local option as 
the only practical way of restricting in- 
temperance that they cast but a small vote 
for the dry“ amendment. There was no 
speaking at all on the anti-prohibition side, 
but the daily papers of the state generally 
advocated local option and high license, and 
did effective work in the vresentation of ar- 
guments and statistics showing that prohibi- 
tion does not prohibit in the cities. What- 
ever campaigning there was was done 
by the clergy and special friends of the 
amendment, among them the Kansas fraud, 
St. John, and Miss Frances Willard, who 
took the stump as leaders of coercive tee- 
totalism. 

The result was a terrible defeat in that old 
puritanical Yankee state. It is noticeable 
that several of the rural towns voted the 
amendment down, although they voted 
at the same time for no license, the apparent 
anomaly being explained by the fact that the 
amendment, if it had been adopted, would 
have estopped the farmers from cidermak- 
ing, from which they will not be debarred 
by the local no-license ordinance. The heavy 
blows, however, came from the cities, as 
might have been expected—the six cities of 
Hartford, New Haven, Waterbury. Bridge- 
port, Norwalk, and Danbury giving a net 
majority of 10,988 in a total vote of 21,006. 
There were 5,009 votes for and 15,997 against, 
which clearly enough indicaves the drift of 
public sentiment in the cities, while it is 
probable that there were numerous others 
who did not vote at ail because they pre- 
4 ferred high license and local option, and at 
the same time were sensitive about casting a 


prohibition neighbors as in sympatuy 
with the liquor traffic. The result of 
the election goes to show that the 
old Puritan element has fallen into a 
hopeless minority in Connecticut, as it bas in 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts, and Rhode 
Island. It retains its ascendency alone in 
Maine and Vermont. In Connecticut it has 
been overwhelmed by the Irish, reinforced 
by French-Canadians and a sprinkling of En- 
glish. In only a few rural towns in the 
back districts is the Puritan element in a 
majority. It also shows the folly of the 
prohibition effort to smash the Republican 
party. The 4,320. prohibitionists who voted 
for Fisk last fall did so with tne expectation 
that if they could only break up the Repub- 
lican party in the state its fragments wouid 
join them and help them obtain coercive tee- 
totalism, unconscious of the fact that they 
can never be stronger than to vote upon pro- 
hibition as a naked issue at a special elec- 
tion, since that portion of the Republicans 
favoring prohibition would go over to the 
prohibitionists and the remainder to the 
Democrats in case the Repubiican party 
should disband, thus making Connecticut or 
any other eastern state except Vermont and 
Maine hopelessly Democratic, which would 
involve the extinction of ail existing temper- 
ance legislation. fhe result also goes to 
show the hopelessness of their cause when 
they appear as a third party in political elec- 
tions and that they can only secure a re- 
spectable vote when they vote upon the ques- 
tion as a naked issue at a special election. 
Under any other circumstances the most 
they can dois to help tne Democratic party 
to defeat temperance. 


A MIGHTY AND MONSTROUS RAILROAD 
TRUST. 
Steady progress is being made toward the 


monopoly to cover and grasp the whole 
union. The busy and fertiie mind of Mr. 
Jay Gould has been concentrated on this 
vast problem for some years, and his most 


a new concentrated monopoly strong enough 
to laugh at commissions and courts, brush 
aside acts of Congress, and dictate even to 
the goverument itself. But while the Gould 
eleme at has been most active in the schem- 
mg and plaunthg other railtoad interests 
give encouragement and assistance. If the 
craft of veteran manipulators of corpora- 
tions, aided and reinforced by the ablest 
legal talent, can achieve the result the prin- 
_Cipie of trustism will be applied to the rail - 
road system of the country, and a tremen- 
dous banded monopoly will be the outcome. 
A mighty effort is being made to attain that 
end. , 

The proposed abandonment of the various 
auxiliary railway associations and the 
‘strengthening of the power of the central 
body in accordance with Mr. Gouia’s plan 
will be a long stride toward a gigantic rail- 
road trust. With this accomplished it will

Taking the place of the true 
owners in the management of the consoli- 
dated companies the trust autocrais would 
have a more than imperial power of taxation 
over the peopie and could exact hundreds of 
millions annually for revenues on bogus 
stocks. While the merchant, the farmer, 
and the manpfacturer could earn only such 
profits as the railroad trust would permit, 
multo-millionaire stockholders and trust 
magnates could gorge themselves with 
wealth and find a market for their chromos. 

Of what avail would be acts of Congress 
and railroad commissions as against a con- 
solidated railroad trust with its practically 
limitless powers of coercion, intimidation, 
and corruption? Says Poor, the wellknown 
railroad authority: “The government of 


„ the United States has shown itseif incapa- 


„dle of holding railroads to a compliance 
“with the plainest and most important pro- 
“ visions of their charters. If this has been 
true when the power of the raijroads was 
diffused what will be the result when it is 
concentrated? Competition has been the 
only e 
rates. The railroad systems running re- 


spectively to Baltimore, Philadelphia, New 


York, and Boston were built to divert traffic 
to their respective terminals, and even in 
the g; trongest days of railroad pools competi- 
tion between them was not entirely sup- 
pressed for any considerable time. The com- 


mercial rivalry of one city against another 


compe lied more or less competition between 
their respective systems of railroads, but un- 
der the trust plan all the lines would be op- 
erated to enrich a Wall street syndicate. On 
all the systems the rule would be to demand 
all the traffic would bear. Competition 
would be stamped out and the power of 
banded monopoly enormously strengthened. 
In such a situation, unless Congress, the 
courts, and the railroad commissions could 
exercise an authority never assumed before 
and perform a task apparently impossible, 
the only escape from an irresponsible corpo- 
rate tyranny would be in government owner- 
ship and operation of the railroads. 


THE SHORT CAUSE CALENDAR ACT. 

The judges of both the circuit ana superior 
courts have at last given the “short cause 
calendar” act a preliminary trial, and on the 
whole express themselves well éatisfied with 
it, They think that if more lawyers knew of 
the existence of the act the calendars would 
be better filled and the docket speedily re- 
lieved of the petty cases which clog it. 

The judges, however, have already arrived 
at the conclusion that the law needs amend- 
ment. It should, some of them think, be so 
altered as to give to the defendant the priv- 
jlegeés now enjoyed by the plaintiff alone. 
Wale there may be no harm in this modifica- 
tion it is difficult to see what good it would 
do. The cases to which the law was meant 
to apply were speciaily those for recovery 
of money, actions on promissory notes, for 
bilis of goods, etc, It was not, of course, in- 
tended to apply to most damage suits—like 
those against a street railway, for instance, 
where there area number of witnesses and 
days are spent in the hearing, In those cases 
which the legisiature had in mind when it 
passed this act the defendant is never an ag- 
gressive, pushing fellow who wants an early 
trial On the contrary, he wishes to stave off 
proceedings to the last possible moment. 
Masterly inaction is his policy. In umety- 


nine cases out of a huadred it is the plaintiff 


who is anxious for a decision. 

The juages are also uncertain as to the 
meaning of the words one hour’s time.“ 
The law says if the trial of any suit which 
is upon the short cause calendar shail occupy 
more than one bour’s time then the court 
may in its discretion stop the trial, take the 
case from the jury, and continue it.” The 
circuit judges have decided that the securing 
of a jury is not part of a trial, and that one 
hour’s time means the time occupied in the 
statement of the case, examination of wit- 
nesses, and arguments. Ths may be legal 
butis not grammatical, and is letting down 
the bars. The judges were given discretion 
so that if they saw a defendani’s attorney 
was wasting time so as to carry the suit be- 
yond the hour in order that the case might 
be taken from the jury they could 
baffle his tricky designs. But it was 
not designed that they should encourage 
longwindedness on the part of the 
counsel for the plaintiff, It was the inten- 
tion of the law that if it was plain that the 


counsel for the plaintiff had deliberately un- 
derstated the time the 


trial would take 
he should be punished therefor. It was not 
expected that one short cause out of twenty 
would take anything like an hour in the 
hearing. Wen the judges see that proceed- 
ings on either side are being spun out un- 
necessarily tuey should hurry up the parties 
and force them to get through in the set 
time or send them to the foot of the cal- 
endar. 

The law will work satisfactorily enough if 
the judges will enforce it in spirit and letter, 
and by showing men who can pay but will 
not that they cannot secure in the courts the 
delays they used to get there will tend to 
lessen the amount of new litigation. 


CRIMINAL JUSTICE IN NEW YORK. 

This paper had a word to say the other day 
about the administration of criminal justice 
by the ruling guild of criminal lawyers in 
New York. It was pointed out, with che aid 
of illustrations, that no man, no matter how 
black his guilt, had reason to doubt of an ac. 
quittal at the last if he had the money with 
whieh to meet the demands of the criminal 
lawyers, or the political influence which 
serves as a substitute for cash. It was shown 
that while it often was a long and expensive 
process to get out ot the law’s clutches, yet 
u ud always be done. If the state’s at- 
torney did his duty, and an honest jury re- 
turned a verdict of guilty, a rural supreme 
court judge granted a mew trial. If he 
failed to do it the appellate court was sure to 
reverse and remand. 

With so many chances on the side of the 
criminal one would think he ought to be sat- 
isfied, but the ingenuity of the criminal law- 
yer has added on another. How it works is 
shown in the case of one Giblin. He tried to 
pass a counterfeit bill on a storekeeper, and 
because he would not take it shot and killed 
him. He was tried with the usual delibera- 
tion and was convicted. The crime was so 
plain, so atrocious, that the supreme court 
refused to interfere, To the astonishment of 
all even the court of appeals would do noth- 
ung for him. But the man had some kind of 
political influence, so a new court was fixed 


up for him. He applied to the Governor and 


got 4 reprieve on the ground that he could 
produce fresh evidence, and Gov. Hui 
has referred tbe case to a young 
inexperienced lawyer to act as ref. 
eree. This limb of the. law, instead of 
sticking to the new evidence, 1s actually 
— the whole — anew, has resum. 
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for the man on whom sentence of death has 
been passed or they have been“ reasoned 
with,” 


and ask him to set aside the Yerdict of the 


jury on the ground that his conclusions do 


not agree with those of the twelve jurors 
and the learned judges who have passed on 
the case. 

How long will it be before there is a revolt 
against the rule of the criminal lawyer in 
New York?! How many more mockeries and 
perversions of justice must there be before 
the people emancipate themselves? If they 
were not a rather weak and submissive 
breed, “lacking gall to make oppression bit- 
ter,” they would long ago have dethroned 
their despots and introduced the methods of 
dealing with offenders which prevail in that 
wild west at which the? sometimes scoff so 
much, but whose example they can follow 
with profit in more ways than one. 


THE LEGISLATURE, THE SENATORSHIP, 
THE APPORTIONMENT. 

The Journal recently editorially called the 
attention of the Republicans of this state 
to the fact that the Democrats would doubt- 
less, at their convention next year, follow 
the path marked out for them by 
Palmer and nominate him as their candidate 
for United States senator to stump the state 
ana be sent to Washington if his party gota 
majority in the general assembly. In view 
of this Democratic policy the Journal said; 


*. is for the Republicans to consider whether 
E. also shall put all their eggs into one bas- 
and take the risk of losing all if the one 

—. should fail them. The best and wisest 
Republicans are the conclusion that it 
would not be best for the Republican party to 
risk all its chances on a single candidate for 
United States senator. The Republican party 
cannot afford to. tie itself to auy one man—unless 


he shall be its greatest man, of peculiar ability 


and fitness—for United States senator. 

These views fully reflect the general senti- 
ments of the party. The next Republican 
state convention should not and will not 
nominate a senatorial candidate, and the 
Republicans should battle tor the control of 
the legislature, not that they may send a par- 
ticular individual to the senate, but that they 
may send a Republican majority there. 
There is but one course to be pursued. The 
party should nominate its strongest candi- 
dates in every assembiy district, not pledged 
to Tom, Dick, or Harry, but because they 
are good, strong, unpledged Republicans 
who have the best chances of being elected. 
If the party carries the legislature the Re- 
publican senators and representatives will 


meet in caucus, as usual, and select a nomi- 


nee, They will not go in with their minds 
pledged in advance. They will recognize 
the fact that there may be several Repub- 
licans of prominence whose names will come 
before them and that each is entitled to fair 
consideration. They will consider their 
claims and choose the worthiest. 

The Democrats may do what they please. 
If Gen. Palmer has preémpted the senator- 
ship so far as other Democratic aspirants are 
concerned there is no reason why he should 
not claim his rights: at the meeting of the 
state convention. If it pleases him to go up 
and down the state asking for votes for 
Democratic representatives on the ground 
that if chosen they will elect him he has a 
perfect right to do so. But he cannot force 
the Republicans to designate any one man 


from their ranks to be the special object of | 


his denunciation. He will have to ficht the 
field and the Republicar party as a whole, 
and will not be able to limit himself to one of 
its members. 

The Republicans must bear in mind that 
the duties of the legislature to be chosen 
next year are not confined to the selection of 
a man to occupy 4 seat in the federal senate 
for six years from 1891. The state appor- 
tion ment for ten years for Congress and ieg- 
islature must be made. There will come be- 
fore it legislation of importance to the state. 
But making the apportionment will be of 
great interest to both parties. If the Demo- 
crats secure this they will copy the tactics of 
their brethren in Indiana, who so gerryman- 
dered the congressional districts as to secure 
ten of the thirteen and two-thirds of the leg- 
islature, while the Republicans carried the 
state by several thousand on the vopular 
vote, electing the Governor and all the state 
ticket and giving the electoral vote to Har- 
rigon over Cleveland by 3,000 majority. The 
same tactics will be applied in this state if 
the Democrats control the next legislature. 


RAILROAD COMMUNICATION WITH SOUTH 
AMERICA. 

In his address of welcome to the delegates 
of the Pan-American congress Secretary 
Blaine said: “ We believe that we should be 
drawn together more closely by the high- 
ways of the sea and that at no distant day 
the railway systems of the north and souto 
will meet upon the isthmus and connect by 
land routes the political and commercial cap- 
Kals of all America.” This is nota mere 
enthusiastic fancy of the secretary’s imag- 
ination, nor a pretty sentiment uttered to 
please the delegates to the congress. Itis a 
grand scheme long contemplated by the en- 
terprising businessmen of both continents 
as a means for developing and expediting the 
commercial relations of the various countries 
interested and bringing their people into 
closer and more mutually profitable inter- 
course. It needs no prophetic vision to fore- 
see that if the present congress shall be suc- 
cessful in carrying out the objects for which 
it has been called together the way will be 
more speedily opened to the establishment of 
this railroad communication, as its necessity 
will be more urgently felt. 

The first steps in this grand work of rail- 
road const ructmon have been taken. Al- 
ready we have railway lines running from 
this country to the City of Mexico, tne first 
sections of the great artery which some day 
will tie Puget sound to Terra del Fuego. 
Already from our extreme northwestern cor- 
ner in the new state of Washington itis 
possible for the traveler to go down the Pa- 
cific slope and guter Mexico by way of El 
Paso, en route to the capital, or to make the 
journey in the other arm of the huge V by 
way of San Antonio and Laredo. The pro- 
jection of these lines from the City of Mex- 
icd through Central America and round the 
isthmus of Durien into Colombia is only a 
question of time. There they will intersect 
thé transcontinental railways which have 
already been planned and nearly built, and 
connect with two great trunk lines, the 
one running west of the Andes down into the 
rich’ and narrow strip of Chili and the other 
east of the Andes into the prosperous Argen- 
tine Confederation. These north and south 
lines are already in contemplation, and sec- 
tions of them are under construction 
connecting Chili with Peru and the 
Argentine Republic with Bolivia. The 
first transcontinental road in Soutn 
America is already rapidly approaching 
completon, and when finished will connect 
Buenos Ayres with Valparaiso. All tnat 
now remains to be built is the section cross- 
ing the Andes, between Mendoza, on the 
Argentine side of the Andes, end Santa 
Rosa, on tne Chilian side. With the excep- 
tion of a seven mile tunnel piercing the sum- 
mit of the mountains, the road will be fla- 
ished next year and the tunnel two years 
from that time, thus, connecting the Pacific 
ocean with the Atlantic at the mouth of the 
Rio de la Plata. The work of railroad con- 
struction in South America indeed has been 
| mane on much faster durmg tne last five or 
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of the new worild, which will be observed in 
the Chicago exposition of 1892, as will be 
seen, are of the most important character, 
and no place on the American continent is 
better prepared to advance them and to ex- 
pedite direct railroad communication between 
North and South America than Chicago, the 
great railroad center of the country. 


PLUNDERING THE NEW YORE SINKING 
FUND, 


The New York mayor’s plan to get money 
with which to cover the expenses of getting 
a site for an exposition and preparing it for 
use has tat last been outlined and published. 
It is what might be expected from a com- 
munity of millionaires where public spirit, 
if itever existed, is now dead. It is what 
might be looked for from plutocrats who 
worship their ill gotten gold so fervently 
that they cannot be induced to part with the 
smallest fraction of it for a public purpose. 
Rather than put their hands in their own 
well lined pockets they would put them in 
those of the day laborer, store cjerk, or 
sewing girl and filch the nickels which were 
to pay their car fare home. 

This is the shameless taxgrabbing plan: 
The dept of New York city is nominally 
$130,000,000. But the sinking fund holds 
securities valued at some $40,000,000, to oe 
used toward the extinction of the debt as it 
falls due. Tammany hall wants to take $15,- 
000,000 out of the siaking fund (and Tam- 
many runs the city) and use it in the pur- 
chase or renting of the lots of 800 different 


owners whose property is wanted as a site, 


options on much of which Tammany agents 
have secured, and in the leveling down of 
granite hills. Could itdo this with its hands 
filled, not with the contributions of million 
aires but with the taxes of labor and small 
shopkeepers, Tammany hall and the pluto- 
crats would go before Congress and, pointing 
with lofty contempt at the guaranty fund 
which Chicago had scraped together from 
private resources, wound dilate on the mill- 
ions it had raised by seizing the sinking 
fund. To that vast sum Congress would be 
asked to add a few millions, ten or twenty, 
for incidental expenses, and the millionaires 
might contribute enough to buy postage- 
stam ps. | 

One thing alone is necessary before this 
scheme can be carried out, and that is the 
consent of the New York legisiature to this 


hitherto unheard of purloinmng of a sinking’ 


fund. But there is no reason to believe the 
legisiators will stand in the way. With a 


city as corrupt as New York behind it a fit- 


teen million job will go through of its own 
weight. The Democrats will all be for it, 
and Tammany, sooner than be deprived of 
the fat job of administering on so many mill- 
ions, will use boodle enough to dull the con- 
sciences of a sufficient number of weak sis- 
ters among the Republicans to pass it. 

This scheme is certainly worthy of the 
genius of New York piutocrats, who would 
stoop to anything sooner than take a cop- 
per from the funds which they have piled 
up by stock jobbing and speculation. It is 
no wonder that they have been speaking con- 
temptuously of the financing of Chicago, 
which has taken the guaranty fund it has 
raised from the pockets of individuals of all 
classes instead of from the city treasury. 
Feilows who contribute of their own funds 
are looked on as flats in Wall street. Those 
who are generous with the money of others, 
like these New Yorkers, are sharps—théy 
are the Napoleons of finance. 

The state legislature can be bought up, of 
course, but will Tammany have influence 
enough with Congress to secure from that 


body an indorsement of its sinking fund rob- 


bery? Have the representatives and sena- 
tors trom the west so much consideration 
for the feelings of the New York million- 
ionaires that they will vote for a job iike 
this, so that these coupon clippers may be 
freed from the necessity of contributing to- 
ward an exposition which will add to their 
riches, but which they want to secure at the 
expense of others? 


Tur is a splendid victory which the Glaa- 
stonian liberals won in the old cathedral 
town of Peterborough Monday. whey wrest- 
ed from the tories a seat which the latter 
have held during the last two parliaments, 
and they did it by a good round majority 
into the bargain. The whig-tory combina- 
tion held the seat in 1885 by a majority of 258 
in a total vote of 3,448 for a member of the 
Fitzwilliam family against one of the strong- 
est liberals in England, Sydney Buxton, 
who with Cardinal Manning settled the re- 
cent strike in London. The following vear 
the whig-tory combination got an increased 
majority (289) on a reduced vote. Monday 
all this was reversed and the Gladstonian 
candidate, Morton, a radical member of the 
London county board, defeated the mug- 
wump-tory candiaate by 251 in a total of 
about 3,500. The figures of the three elec- 
tions are instructive, as showing the im- 
mense progress of the home rule idea.

Admit the Necessity Of—A- Canon Re- 
garding the Trial of a Clergyman Pro- 
vokes a Lively Discassion—A Reviewing 
Tribunal . Favored by the Minority— 
Other Religious Gatherings. 
New Yorx, Oct. 8.— j—There are 
many eloquent men in the conven- 
uon. But most of them dammed up weir 
eloquence today and let others do the speech- 
making. The greater part of the day was 
devoted to what in clerical circles is re- 
garded as one of the “ burning questions — 
the judicial system of the church. There

The other is that the general con- 
vention change Art. of the con- 
stitution and then enact a uniform 
caron for the whole church. The 
committee decided that the first plan would 
be unbecoming and undignified in the conven- 
tion, an unwarrantable interference with 
diocesan independence, and practically fruit- 
less. The second plan proposed is pronounced 
the only regular, and reasonable 

providing a remedy for the 
admittedly deplorable condition of the 
present system. Asto the form which this 


change should take two plans have been ad- 


One was that the general conven- 
tion have power to establish only courts of 
appeal without interfering with the present 
modeof trial in courts of first instance in- 
stituted by the respective dioceses; the 
other that the chan be unrestrictive, 
so that the general convention m either 
establish courts of apveal only, or if that be 
found impracticable or ineffective it may es- 
tablish a uniform and complete system 
throughout all the dioceses. The com- 
‘mittee of these two ns finds the 
second the only practicable one. The 
committee recommended that a commission 
be formed to draft two canons for consid- 
erawon in the next general convention; one 
provid for a system of appellate courts 
only, and the other for a uniform system of 
trial in all the dioceses, including courts of 


appeal. 
TRIAL OF A CLERGYMAN. 

The committee formulated and presented a 
canon covering the entire procedure in the 
trial ot a clergyman, accompanying it with 
an 9 that the canon is merely of- 
fered to show the line upon which sucha 
canon might be constructed. The committee 


vocated. 


also presented the following resolution: 


That the third clause of Art. 6 of the con- 
stitution be so altered that it read as follows: 
“In every diocese the mode of trying 7 
and deacons may be instituted by the conven- 
tion of the aiocese until the general convention 
shall otherwise provide.” 

The minority comes to the opinion that a 
change in the judicial system is desirable to 
the extent of * a reviewing tribunal. 
They are not of the opinion that the proper 
and - only practicable method of effecting 
such a change is by tne legisiative act of this 
body,.“ or that an alteration of Art. 6 
of tne constitution is necessary. 

The bouse listened to a continuation of the 
discussion of judicial systems relative to tne 


institution of an appellate court. A minority 


report was submitted by Z. D. D. rison of 
Georgia which incited the indignation of Dr. 
Nelson of Virginia.

EFFICIENCY OF THE NEW ALDERMEN. 


Beneficial Results Which Their Efforts in 
the Council! May Accomplish. 

The new aldermen seem ‘to understand their 
business, They voted solidly against giving the 
west side railway a franchise for laying tracks 
on Taylor street, believing that the ordinance if 
passed as drafted would entail on the city a cost 
of from $250,000 to $500,000. The ordinance mere- 
ly imposes on the streetcar company the duty of 
removing the old Adams street bridge to Tay- 
lor street. The eity would have to con- 
struct the approaches, including viaduct ap- 
proaches over the railroads on either side of 
the river, and would have to take the chance of 
recover a portion from the railroad com- 
panies. It would be pleasant for some of the 
west side aldermen to have this done. It would 
make them friends among the 1 along Tay - 
lor street who want the railro ut those west 
side aldermen are rather churlish when the new 
aldermen present any scheme for the benefit of 
their e. Cullerton and Harris, for instance, 
industriously obstructed the five cent fare ordi- 
nance introducea by Ald. Weber, one of the 
brightest of the new aldermen, while the propo- 
sitions of Gahan and Haynes for prover pro- 
tection at railroad crossings are not supported 
by the Taylor street council men with any de- 
gree of zeal or earnestness. 

The new men are wideawake and vigorous. 
Ald. Haynes gave some evidence of that at the 
meeting Monday. Two weeks before he intro- 
duced an order providing for proper protection 
at the rallroad crossings of the principal streets 
of his ward. Two men had been killed at one of 
those crossings a few days betore. The order 
was directed to Commissioner Purdy for en- 
forcement. But Mr. ray has slept on 
it. Last Sunday another person was 
killed. at the same ocrossing—a victim 
alike to the greed of the railroad company 
and Mr. Purdy’s inefficiency. An old aldermen 
would have been afraid of offending the adminis- 
tration by calling attention to the neglect which 
resulted in murder. Not so Mr. Haynes. He de- 
nounced the negiect of the department, the reck- 
lessness of the railroad company, and presented 
a new order, which was adopted, similar to the 
one which had been passed a fortnight before. 
Mr. Haynes bas thus set an example which other 
aldermen might well follow. especially in refer- 
ence to this question of 2 1 

The excnse of Purdy, and of Cregier also, for 
ignoring the ordinances in reference to crossing 

protection is that the railroad com 

to compiy. This would be a ridiculous excuse if 
it were not a disgraceful one. Mayor Cregier 
and his commissioner of public works can en- 
force every ordinance by the exercise of firm- 
ness. Until the ordinances are.complied with 
the mayor could stop the running of trains with- 
in the city limits at a greater speed than five 
miles an hour. That would soon bring the cor- 
porations to terms. 

It 1s well that the new aldermen have taken u 
this matter: They are honest and earnest, an 
if they persist they will bring about a reform of 
the abuses complained of and which are crimes 
against the whole community.

WHAT OF THE SUGAR TRUST SURPLUS? 


Interesting Facts Dedaced from the Re- 
ceut Decline in Prices. 

New York, Oct. 8.—[Special.]—It is claimed 
that the five sugar trust refineries in opera- 
tion have a daily output of 8,000,000 pounds 
of sugar. This includes the American re- 
finery of San Francisco, which, by the way, 
belongs to Havemeyer & Elder and not to 
the holders of sugar trust certificates. Tak- 
ing the output, however, at 8,000,000 pounds 
of sugar daily and figuring upon the decline 
in price some truly interesting facts are de- 
duced. A drop of one-fourth of a cent per 
pound, such as occurred last week in the 

rice of refined sugar, means a daily loss of 
$20,000. Within the last two months the 
price of refined sugar has declined fully one 
and a half cents per pound, or $30 per ton. 
This means a decrease in receiptse—figuring 
upon an output of 8,000,000 pounds—of no 
less than $120,000 per day, or a decrease in 
income of almost $750,000 du every week. 
With such stocks of high pri raw sugars 
on hand and sucha tremendously diminished 
income within so short a time it would be in- 
teresting to learn what has become of the 
vaunted surplus. It was not long since pro-

THE LAST OF THE ILLINL 


A Bit of Indian History Recalled by a 
Visit to Ottawa. 

Indianapolis News: “Ona recent trip to 
Ottawa, III., I visijea the famous ‘Starved 
Rock,’ situated about ten miles down the 
river from that city,’’ said Mr. A. W. Hatch. 
“itis a. beautiful place, and has a most 
romantic historical story connected with it. 
‘Starved Rock’ is a — pile of sand- 

rising perpendicu at the 
water’s edge to a height of 200 
feet above the Illinois river. Its crest can 
on ly be reached by u natural stairway on the 
southwest side. Its top is about half an acre 
n size and thickly covered with tall pines 
and cedars, making a superb picnic site that 
is used considerably during the summer. 
From this elevation a magnificent view is ob- 
tainable up and down the IIlinois valley, 
where nature has painted scenery more beau- 
tiful than any ever picturéd on canvas. 

“The story of ‘Starved Rook is a thrill- 
ing and true one. Long, long years ago, as 
the story writer would say, a tribe of In- 
dians called Illini held domain from the 
Wabash to the Mississipm river, and north 
from the mouth of the Ohio river to Lake 
Superior. In 1656 the Iroquois Indians be- 
gan a war with them, and for years this war 
continued until at last the once powerful 
tribe of the [lini was almost ex- 
terminated, and in. 1766 what was 
left of the great nation took refuge 
from their enemes on the top of this 
same stone bluff. Howlong they were be 
si there is not known, but they had not 

in a supply of provisions and starvation 
set iu. On the north, or river side of the 
rock, the u rock overhangs the river 
somewhat, and tradition says that the ene- 
mies of the Illini placed themselves in their 
canoes under the cornicelixe rocks and cut 
the thongs of the besieged when they low- 
ered to procure water from the river. 

At last the imprisoned tribe, crazed with 
hu and thirst, determined to escape, and 
one dark, stormy night descended the steep 
and narrow declivity, only to be met by a 
solid wall of their enemies. The fight was a 
short one. Only a tew of the Lilia: escaped, 
and tney joined friendly tribes in the soutb- 
ern part of state, assuming the names of 
the tribe with which they were connected, 
and thus the great Illini nation was swept 
away. The huge sandstone pile thus became 
known as Starved Rock, and even now oc- 
casionally Indian arrows and spearheads are 
found on its summit.”’

No one should feel that custom requires the 
wearing of mourning. in many instances 
the reclothing of a whole family in black in- 
volves a labor and an expense out of all pro- 
portion to what the family can well afford. 

And'‘then, if we are christians, why should 
we clothe ourselves in black, as though 
Christ had not risen from the dead and glori- 
fied the grave? 

No custom should prevail that in any man- 
ner endangers the lives of others. This fact 

is recognized when one dies from a conta- 
ters Gisease and public funerals are pro- 
ibited. The dead are not dishoncred by this 
custom. Perhaps more deaths occur from 
exposure at funerals than from burying those 
who have died fiom contagious diseases. 
What is the general custom? The relatives 
and near friends feel that they must go to the 
cemetery in order to pay proper respect to 
the loved ones. Many times they are old, 
feebie, and frailin health. The weather is 
stormy or so cold that no one can be out of 
doors with comfort, and yet the friends in 
most places must endure the exposure be- 
cause it was the custom. Yearsago it was 
the customin many rural communities for 
the friends to wait until they saw the grave 
filled up. Fortunately this custom has passed 
away, and the dead are just as truly honored 
as before. When the weather is damp or 
disagreeable the male members only of the 
family should go to the cemetery, and only 
such of those as are well and rugged. 

Again custom should not require the pali 
bearers, undertaker, minister, or any one 
else to uncover his head at the grave when 
the weather is such to make it unsafe. Some- 
times the pall bearers are all men from 60 to 
70 years old. Some of them ure frail. The 
weather is exceedingly cold, and yet they 
stand with uncovered heads at the grave 
during the closing exercises, so as to en- 
danger their lives. 

Sunday funerals should be discouraged. 
There are certain times when it may be more 
convenient to bury on that day than an any 
other, but these are rare. The friends must 
decide that question themselves, though it is 
proper to consult the convenience of the min- 
ister. 1 have to drive neariy twenty-five 
miles on the Sabbath and preach three times, 
including the funeral discourse. No one 
should object to this when it is necessary. 
In most cuse it is not necessary. 

By all means let us be true to the dead. Let 
us not in trying to be true to the dead be 
untrue to the living. Simplicity in the full- 
est sense ought to characterize all funeral 
services.

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A STRANGE NEW RELIGIOUS BELIEF. 


It Has Many Converts in Brooklyn and In- 
cludes Some Surprising Beliefs. 

New York, Oct. 8.—[Special. }—The pastors 

wedish and Norwegian churches in 
Brooklyn are dismayed over a new and 
strauge religion which has arisen in their 
midst and threatens to depopulate their 
houses of worship.

If it proceeds 
much further the new evangelist creed will 
establish an Oneida community in the heart 
of Brooklyn and set at defiance the laws and 
customs in more ways than by permitting its 
members to die without making an effort to 
cure them. 

The leader of the new evangelists is Adolf 
Andersen, a Norwegian baker who went to 
Brooklyn trom Chicago two years ago. The 
new evangelists began by repudiating the 
idea of Christ's atonment and borrowed the 

nal perfection idea from the Methodists. 
They have discarded the Lord's prayer chiefiv 
because it contains the following advice 
whichis obnoxious to them: Forgive us 
our sins we forgive them that trepass 
against us. Inasmuch as they are without 
nés it not manifestly absurd for the Lord 
to forgive them what they have not!

CHICAGO, Oct. 8.— [Editor of The Tribune. 
The New York Academy of Medicine laid the cor- 
nerstone of its new building at Nos. 17, 19, and 21 
West Forty-third street Wednesday afternoon. 
Modern medicine, probably the greatest bene- 
factor of mankind, has an adequate home in 
New York. The cultivation of the science of 
medicine and the promotion of public health 
are assu 

In Chicago the profession is without a library; 
is without an abiding place. Chicago, lavish 
with her riches in the erection of monuments 
and the building of temples, has proved herself 
the veriest niggard in the treatment of the pro- 
fession upon which, official and unofficial, ber 
present and in a large degree her future material 
prosperity absolutely depends. 

What is to be done’? To begin. give the medi- 
Cal profession a complete library. A library is 
to the profession what a teol is to the mechan- 
ic, an engine to the engineer, a telescope te the 
astronomer.” New York. Philadelphia, Boston, 
Washington, Baltimore, each has ber 
medical library, but east of the Alle- 
ghanies there is no complete  collec- 
won of medical literature. or years the 
local profession has been a unit, active in the 
endeavor to establish and Matituin a library. 
The hands of the managers ei the public library 
and of the trustees of the Newberry fund are tied, 
so that. however willing they assert their inability 
to aid in The enterprise. At last, only a few 
weeks ago, the Medical Library association of 
Chicago was incorporated. The books are now 
open tor subscription. 

Up to the present no well conceived plan for 
the betterment of the city or ot its people has 
gone begging at the bands of the Chicago public 
afteran adequate presentation of its elaims. 
Here and now is presented the opportunity for 
Chicago to demonstrate her peculiar, almost

In 
the open market the best paper sold at 6 per 
cent, put 6% and 7 — cent were the rates on 
considerabie 1 — — would have passed at 6

Local bankers doubt whether the market will 
grow much easier this month, An active demand 
is expected from the packers, and itis believed 
that the country's neeas will not be satisfied for 
some weeks yet. On the other hand, as outside 
collections are reported easy, the country is ina 
way to pay its debts promptly and start a strong 
flow of currency this way. The fact that New 
York exchange keeps firm at par, although 
the w is making large sbipments 
of produce to the east, is heid 
by sOme bankers to mean that western firms are 
preparing to discount their bills before the 10th 
and are sending censiderable money to New 
York in consequence. If this is the case, then 
there is some ground for the bope entertained in 
New York yesterday that gre Be wo — be much 
eusier there within a few terling was 
weak yesterday, but not quotabiy changed.

One feature of the last statement of the Chi- 
cago national banks to the controller is worthy 
of speciai notice, as it confirms the claim that is 
made with regard to the growing importance of 
Chicago as a financial center and shows that the 
strength of this city’s banking institutions is un- 
derstood abroad and appreciated, The feature 
referred to is the item of balances due other 
banks. Naturally, the baiances of country 
banks tend to decline in September, the coun- 
try banks needing their funds, but this year be- 
tween July 12 and Sept. 0 these balances in the 
Chicago national banks increased from 840.950, 
00) to $43,258.00. This increase of nearly A. 000, 
000 does not result from any inactivity of money 
at tributary points, for there has been an active 
movement in trade and in the shipment of prod- 
uce. It indicates rather that bankers all through 
the west having once got their funds near home 
are keeping them in this city instead of return- 
ing them to New York. as bas formerly been the 
custom. The Chicago bunks are known to be in 
the hands of conservative men, and the reports 
made to the controller show that they manage 
things in a wise. conservative fashion. The 
statement for Sept. 30 shows a surplus re- 
serve of $6,058.815. and it is probable that this 
item inthe last two months averaged higher 
than the surpius reserve of the New York ssso- 
ciated bunks, although the latter are carrying a 
total of $417,000,000 net deposits, against about 
$80,000,000 in the CLicago banks.
